The first notable show of Red 
defense came as a United Nations 
Army of up to 175,000 troops w as 
massing to yank down the iron 
curtain all along parallel 38 and 
wipe out Communist resistance in 
all of Korea.

Wildlife Pets 
Are a Pain 


By Ralph Pogue 


Mo. Conservation Commission 


A farmer 
in a 
southwestern 
state was 
recently 
hauled into 
court for having in possession live 
pet quail which he had taken from 
the wild. 
He paid a $25 fine de­ 
spite his insistence that he had 
rescued the 
young 
birds from 
drowning after they had fallen in 
an irrigation ditch. 
In view of such circumstances 
his punishment seems unduly se­ 
vere, yet most 
states 
maintain 
strict regulations concerning the 
adoption of wild creatures regard­ 
less of the conditions under which 
they' are acquired. 
And for good 
reason. 
In the first place, many 
baby animals which are thought 
to be strays are not lost at all but 
are left alone for short periods 
while the mother feeds nearby. 
This is particularly true of deer. 
Then the cruel fact remains that 
if young animals are lost or aban­ 
doned, it would be better for them 
to die rather 
than be 
rescued, 
reared in captivity and eventu­ 
ally returned ill-equipped to the 
wild. 
Since wild animals or birds of 
any species rarely make good pets, 
and are a nuisance to care for, 
most persons who have acquired 
them are usually plenty willing 
after a few weeks to get them 
off their hands. 
Despite these facts, thousands of 
persons every year yield to the 
temptation and take home young 
or infant animals they have cap­ 
tured from the wild: squirrels, 
raccoons, skunks, birds of various 
sorts, turtles and vvhat-have-vou. 
For this reason and in view of the 
tact that some dog owners wish 
to keep pet raccoons or foxes to 
aid in training their dogs. Mis­ 
souri’s wildlife code does provide 
for wildlife pets— but only under 
strict and enforced regulations. 
Of game species in 
Missouri, 
only one squirrel or one of the 
furbearers (mink, muskrat, opos­ 
sum, otter, skunk, civet cat, beaver, 
raccoon, badger, weasel, red and 
gray fox) may be taken from the 
wild lor a pet and then only with­ 
in prescribed open seasons and in 
accordance with current regula­ 
tions. 
For instance, you can ac­ 
quire a skunk for a pet only dur­ 
ing 
trapping 
season, 
Dec. 
I, 


through Jan. 15, providing at the 
time you possess a legal hunting 
and trapping permit. 


In addition, the applicant must 
take out a yearly resident per per­ 
mit for a fee of $1.00, and must 
furnish satisfactory proof that the 
animal was legally acquired and 
its possession and use shall in no 
w ay conflict with provisions for 
w ildlife breeders. 
(W ildlife held 
in captivity for commercial pur­ 
poses must be obtained from a 
source other than wild stock in 
this state.) 
Non-game 
species — coyotes, 
crows, bobcats, certain hawks and 
owls— may be acquired from wild 
! stock without the purchase of the 
j resident pet permit but to take 
i such species one must have a 
| proper hunting permit and abide 
j by current hunting laws. A vvood- 
| chuck taken during the nine-day 
closed period prior to quail season 
opening, Nov. 1 to 10, would be 
illegally acquired even though its 
I captor had a proper hunting pcr- 
j mit and abided by7 all other regu- 
; lations.

the poorest of pets.

’Free Choice’ Feeding 


Best For Pullets 


County Agent Says 


What kind of a feeding program 
will those good pullets be on this 
lall? Now is the time to make that 
final decision and plan according­ 
ly, says County Agent Tom B. 
Stroup. 


The most im portant point, re­ 
gardless of method used, is to see 
that the birds have an adequate 
supply of a well balanced ration. 
The method of feeding used, no 
doubt, should be based on avail­ 
able supply of grain, time involved, 
storage 
facilities, 
convenience, 
cost and other factors. One ol the 
feeding methods now used (in con­ 
sideration of the above factors) 
and rapidly increasing in use in 
Missouri is known as “free choice” 
or “cafeteria style” feeding. That 
is the mash or concentrate and 
whole grain is kept before the 
birds at all times. Folks that are 
using this method of feeding say 
they like it because: 
(1) It simplifies and cuts the 
time of feeding. 
(2) It makes possible the m axi­ 
mum use of whole grain (either 
produced or purchased). 
(3) They get good results in egg 
production, costs, etc. 
Keeping m ash before the birds 
and hand feeding grain are old 
practices, but keeping whole grain 
before the birds is comparatively 
new. Therefore, m any questions 
have been asked as to these two 


methods of feeding. 
Comparative feeding îesults on 
heavy breeds at the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture for a three- 
year period show that egg produc­ 
tion on 
i hen housed basis was 
about the same, it took less feed 
per dozen egg 
produced and the 
birds consumed more grain with 
a corresponding decrease in mash 
on the free choice method as com­ 
pared 
to the 
hand 
feeding of 
grain. On t ht* 20% mash, plus hand 
feeding of corn, oats, and wheat, 
percent production was 51.2 and 
the birds consumed 67.3% grain 
and 32 7', mash. The birds on the 


32% concentrate plus free choice 
corn, oats, and w heat had 52.4%) 
production consum ed 81% giaui 
and 19% mash while the birds on 
32% concentrate plus free choice 
corn and oats had 52.9', produc­ 
tion and consumed 77.6% grain 
and 22.4% mash. If the birds are 
to go on the free choice method 
of feeding, it will be easier to get 
them over on free choice whole 
grain while on range rather than 
wait until they are in production.

to prevent cats and dogs from eat­ 
ing the bait. 
W arfarin should be 
left out for a few weeks or longer 
to get the best results. 
The use 
of red squill to get a quick kill 
of most rats, followed by w arfarin 
bait to clean up all of the rats 
and mice, is the advocated way i 
of combating rats during the cam ­ 
paign. 
Both the red squill and w arfarin 
baits will be made available at 
a nonprofit price as a means of 
getting rid of rats on all prop­ 
erties at the same time.

With war and threat of war con­ 
stantly at hand, each American 
becomes increasingly aware of the 
freedom he possesses in this, one of 
the few remaining countries where 
the theory of the equality of m. n 
stiil remains. 
More than evci before, freedom 
is now. symbolically and literally, 
'uased on m nV light to print and 
publish what hi 
desires, being 
limited primarily by the respon­ 
sibility for what he writes. The 
fight for freedom of the press is 
one in which all Americans can 
take pride because although only 
a few have played a m ajor role in 
cementing this right, all citizens 
have given n their approval. In 
periods when this freedom is in 
danger, they add their voices to 
those of the many editors, report­ 
er*, and writers over the country

The Louisiana case grew out of 
Huey Long’s fight with the new s­ 
papers of the state and his attem pt 
to force them into line. The state 
legislature of Louisiana passed an 
act in 1934 w hich placed a two per 
cent levy against the gross receipts 


of all newspapers having a weekly 
circulation of more than 20,000. 
The legislative act was upheld by 
the state courts, but was reversed

Court, which found the act uncon­ 
stitutional on the ground that the 
tax was an indirect method of 
limiting the circulation of inform ­ 
ation to which the public was en­ 
titled by virtue of their constitu­ 
tional guaranties.

W ildlife Pets 
Are a Pain

A farm er 
in a 
southwestern 


state was 
recently 
hauled into 
court for having in possession live 
pet quail which he had taken from 
the wild. 
He paid a $25 fine de­ 
spite his insistence that he had 
rescued the 
young 
birds from 
drowning after they had fallen in 
an irrigation ditch. 
In view of such circumstances 
his punishment seems unduly se­ 
vere. yet most 
states 
maintain 
strict regulations concerning the 
adoption of w ild creatures regard­ 
less of the conditions under which 
they are acquired. 
And for good 
reason. 
In the first place, many 
baby anim als which are thought 
to be strays are not lost at all but 
are left alone for short periods 
while the mother feeds nearby. 
This is particularly true of deer. 
Then the cruel fact remains that 
if young anim als are lost or aban­ 
doned, it would be better for them 
to die rather 
than be 
rescued, 
reared in captivity and eventu­ 
ally returned ill-equipped to the 
wild. 
Since w ild animals or birds of 
any species rarely make good pets, 
and are a nuisance to care for. 
most persons who have acquired 
them are usually plenty w illing , 
after a few weeks to get them , 
off their hands. 
Despite these facts, thousands ol : 
persons every year yield to the 
temptation and take home young 
or infant anim als they have cap- ; 
tured 
from 
the w ild: 
squirrels, 
raccoons, skunks, birds of various j 
sorts, turtles and what-have-you. 
For this reason and in view of the 1 
fact that some dog owners wish : 
to keep pet raccoons or foxes to 
aid in training their dogs. Mis- i 
souri’s w ild life code does provide ! 
for w ildlife pets— but only under I 
strict and enforced regulations. 
Of game 
species 
in 
Missouri, | 
only one squirrel or one til the 
furbearers (m ink, muskrat, opos-' 
sum, otter, skunk, civet eat, beaver, | 
raccoon, badger, weasel, red and 
gray lox) m ay b<* taken from the 
wild for a pet and then only w ith ­ 
in prescribed open seasons and in 
accordance with current regula­ 
tions. 
For instance, you can ac­ 
quire a skunk lor a pet only d ur­ 
ing 
trapping 
season, 
Dee. 
1, 


through Jan . 15. providing at the 
time you possess a legal hunting 
and trapping permit. 


In addition, the applicant must 


take out a yearly resident pei per­ 
mit for a foe of $1.00, and must 
furnish satisfactory proof that the 
animal was legally acquired and 
its possession and use shall in no 
w ay conflict w ith provisions for 
w ildlife breeders. 
(W ild life held 
in captivity for commercial pur­ 
poses must be obtained from a 
source other than w ild stock in 
this state.) 
Non-game 
species — coyotes, 
crows, bobcats, certain hawks and 
owls— may be acquired from wild 
| stock without the purchase of the 
■ resident pet permit but to lake 
; such 
species 
one 
must have 
a 
proper hunting permit and abide 
| by current hunting laws. A wood- 
• chuck taken during the nine-day 
closed period prior to quail season 
j opening, Nov. 1 to 10, would be 
illegally acquired even though its 
! captor had a proper hunting pcr- 
j mit and abided by all other regu­ 
lations. 
Aside from the legal angle, ani- 
! mals taken from the wild make 
the poorest of pets. 
Not only do 
they require a lot of care (equal 
almost to that of a small baby), 
but m any become dangerous as 
they grow older. 
A squirrel that 
as a youngster p layfully climbs up 
on your shoulder and hides w a l­ 
nuts under your shirt collar, w ill 
just as readily bite clear through 
a finger, car or w hatever’s handy 
when he becomes older and more ; 
intolerant. 
A full-grown pet deer can eas­ 
ily slash a man to death w ith its 
front hooves; a pet raccoon, beav­ 
er or 
otter 
can 
inflict 
wounds | 
which 
could 
require 
medical i 
treatment and even hospitalization. 
A pet mink 
never 
loses the ' 
breed’s almost insane desire for ! 
raw meat and would sooner try i 
your finger or hand than the bowl j 
of food you set inside its cage. 
Pot crows hide every shiny ob­ 
ject they 
find and 
eventually | 
have 
the whole household 
and ; 
possibly the entire com munity in ' 
an uproar. 
Crows have also been 
accused of pulling the clothespins 
oil the wash out on the line.

Most common use of electricity j 
at thu poultry house is to “ light” j 
the layers, reports Bennett Coni- 
mer, Associate County Agent. In ' 
locating the 
lights, 
place two | 
lights approxim ately 15 feet apart : 
and 10 feet from the front in a 
30’x3u’ pen. 
W here 
pens 
are I 
20’x20’ or 24’, follow the same ! 
procedure except the lights will 
be placed only 12 to 12 feet apart. 
The roosts, as well, as the feed­ 
ers and waterers, should be illum ­ 
inated. 
Reflectors are desirable; 
however, they are not. necessary. 
Morning 
lights can 
be used 
to 
provide a 13 to 14 hour day foi 
the layers 
or all 
night 
lights 
work very well. 
Ten or fifteen-watt bulbs give 
good results where all night lights 
are used. 
A fortv-watt bulb is 
generally used 
when 
morning 
lights are used. 
As to the use of lights, in the 
case of early pullets that have 
been maintaining good production 
without lights, this practice may 
well be held in reserve until pro­ 
duction starts 
to drop 
slightly. 
Prom pt use of lights at that time

'Free Choice' Feeding 
Besl For Pullets 
(ounly Agent Says 


W hat kind of a feeding program 
w ill those good pullets be on this 
fall? Now is the time to make that 
final decision and plan according­ 
ly, says County Agent Tom 
B. 
Stroup. 


The most im portant point, re­ 
gardless of method used, is to see 
that the birds have an adequate 
supply of a well balanced ration. 
The method of feeding used, no 
doubt, should be based on ava il­ 
able supply of grain, time involved, 
storage 
facilities, 
convenience, 
cost and other factors. One of the 
feeding methods now used (in con­ 
sideration of the above factors) 
and rapidly increasing in use in 
Missouri is known as “ free choice” 
or “ cafeteria style” feeding. That 
is the mash or concentrate and 
whole grain 
is kept 
before the 
birds at ail times. Folks that are 
using this method of feeding say 
they like it because: 
(1) 
It simplifies and cuts the 
time of feeding. 
(2) It makes possible the m axi­ 
mum use of whole grain (either 
produced or purchased). 
(3) They get good results in egg 
production, costs, etc. 
Keeping mash before the birds 
and hand feeding grain are old 
practices, but keeping whole grain 
before the birds is com paratively 
new. Therefore, m any questions 
have been asked as to these two 


methods of feeding. 


Comparative feeding results on 


heavy breeds at the Missouri Col­ 


lege of Agriculture for a three- 
year period show that egg produc­ 
tion on a hen housed basis was 
about the same, it took less feed 
per dozen eggs produced and the 
birds consumed more grain with 
a corresponding decrease in mash 
on the free choice method as com­ 
pared 
to 
tin* 
hand 
feeding

The Livestock-Pasture farming 
plan stressed by the Missouri Uni­ 
versity College of Agriculture for 
the years ahead calls for many 
changes from the former patterns 
of cropping and farm management 
in this state. 
Slight reductions in the acre­ 
ages of cotton, corn and soybeans 
are in the future plan. Still greater 
increases will be needed in the use 
of small grain pastures—approxi­ 
mately three times the present ac­ 
reage. Even greater increases are 
planned in the acreage of legume

hays and pasture crops. 
Over the entire state a good 
Livestock-Pasture program would 
mean using three times the amount 
of limestone we now use, many 
times more fertilizer, and terracing 
as many as five million acres. This 
is more than five times as much 
as is terraced today. 
These changes—radical as they 
may appear to some people—have 
been endorsed by farmers and 
businessmen, educators and church 
leaders, state and federal agen­ 
cies. Such widespread agreement 


was the result of a Aimmon belief 
that such changes are necessary 
for the future security of country 
life in this state, as well as for the 
continued productivity of the land. 
There is nothing new in the 
Livestock-Hasture 
idea. Farmers 
all over the nation are turning to 
it. In Missouri in 1945 federal and 
state agencies working with pro­ 
fessional and cultural groups de­ 
veloped 
a 
long-term 
land 
use 
farming program called the Mis­ 
souri Program of Land Improve­ 
ment. 
The plan called for 4.000,000 ac­ 
res of corn. 400.000 acres of cotton, 
and 500,000 acres of soybeans. 
These are all below today’s acre­ 
age—at total of about 750,000 ac­ 
res less. It asked for more small 
grains—up to about 7,000,000 acres 
for grain and pasture— and an in­ 
crease in hay and pasture up to a 
total of 18,000,000 acres. 
A committee of the Missouri Ex­ 
periment Station, reporting in Cir­ 
cular 303, said, “These propor­ 
tions are in good balance with the 
soil resources of Missouri.’’ The 
committee was concerned with a 
broad program rather than exact 
acreages and yields. 
These changes in cropping prac­ 
tices 
would supply 
the 
needed 
roughage for about 15% more live­ 
stock if the average yield of hay 


and pasture stayed the same. With 
m ore small grains, the total pro­ 
duction of grain feed would go up 
about 10%, at today’s yields. But 
w ith more livestock, less grain 
would reach the market. 
The 1945 group recommended 
pasturing small grain up to 2,000,- 
000 acres, feeding up to 4,000,000 
acres and selling the rest. T hat is 
about half of w hat reaches the 
m arket today. 
And gradually, with good soil 
treatm ent and management, yields 
would go up. This additional feed 
would mean m ore livestock on 
Missouri farms, better fed live­ 
stock. and better farm living.

The Story of Your Free Newspapers 
The Fight For a Free Press in America 
Has Been a Battle of the Common Man

"With war and threat of war con­ 


stantly at hand, each Am erican 
becomes increasingly aware of the 
freedom he possesses in this, one of 
the few remaining countries where . 
the theory of the equality of rm.n 
still remains. 
More than ever before, freedom 
is now. symbolically and literally, 
based on man’." right to print and 
publish 
what 
he desires, 
being 
limited prim arily by the respon­ 
sibility for what he writes. The 
fight for freedom oi the press is 
oile in which all Am ericans can 
take pride because although only 
a few have played a major role in 
cementing this right, all citizens 
have given it their approval. In 
periods when this freedom is in 
danger, they add their voices to 
those of the many editors, report­ 
ers, and writers over the country 


in a swelling cry for guarantee of 
I 
that freedom. 


The colonists who came to this 


country did not bring w ith them 


any 
constitutional 
guarantee of 
freedom of the press, nor did that 
right come easy to the Am ericans 
whose ideas of independence and 
| freedom increased with the dis­ 
tance between them and the seat 
of government. 
The first great impetus to free- 
; dom ot the press in this country 
; was given in the trial of John 
Peter Zenger. a German immi- 
| grant who in 1733 started the New 
York W eekly Journal as an avowed 
opposition paper to the mouth­ 
piece of the royal governor of the 
colony of New York. Supported by 
the common people of that colony, 
Zenger's paper aroused the anger 
of the governing body, fend after 
the appearance of several strong 
articles 011 the usurpation of pow­ 


er by the governor, Zenger in N o­ 


vember, 1734. was seized, thrown 


into jail, and charged w ith sedi­ 


tious libel. 


This was the first recorded case 
of a newspaper started in Am erica 
for the purpose of opposing a gov­ 
erning 
political 
group, 
although 
Jam es Franklin, Benjam in’s broth­ 
er, began his New England Courant 
in 1721 as a voice opposing the 
dominating religious body in the 
Bay colony. 
The existing law pertaining to 
libel, as it was brought over from 
England, was that truth could not 
be used as a defense, nor could the 
ju ry determine any phase of the 
legal question involved in the trial. 
A ll the ju ry could do was to rule 
on whether Zenger was the person 
responsible for the publication of 
the articles claimed to have been 
seditious The legal counsel which 
came to the support of the defen­ 
dant was ruled ineligible to prac- 


w ay toward establishing truth as a 


defense 
for seditious 
libel. 
The 


theory involved culminated in the 


Declaration 
of 
Independence, in 


which Thomas Jefferson charted a 


new course for governments of the 
world. 
The first constitutional, guaran­ 
tee of free speech aYid a free press 
was perhaps 
contained in 
the 
writings of George Mason who pre­ 
pared the B ill of Rights for the 
constitution of V irginia. This view 
Was included in the Federal B ill 
of Rights, and today all 48 states 
have expressions in their constitu­ 
tion that differ only to a slight de­ 
gree. 
The author of the Declaration of 
Independence 
furnished 
another 
great force for the common m an’s 
fight for all freedoms when he 
accepted the mandate of the small 
farm ers and backwoodsmen in his 
election of 1800 to broaden their 
participation in g o v e r 11 m e n t. 
Termed the “ bloodless revolution 
of 1800” Jefferso n ’s election guar­ 
anteed that the A lien and Sedition 
laws, passed under the Federalist 
administration 
of

would not be renewed when they 
were scheduled to expire in 1801. 
These laws had lim ited the ac­ 
tivity of editors and w riters and 
had made them vulnerable to the

Two outstanding cases in this 
century concerning freedom of the 
press that have been passed on by 
the United States Suprem e Court 
have been those that have gone up 
from the state courts of Minnesota 
and of Louisiana. 
The form er case is based on a 
statute passed by the Minnesota 
state legislature which provided 
that a person engaged in the busi­ 
ness of 
publishing 
a 
malicious, 
scandalous, and defamatory news- 


m aintaining a nuisance and could 


be enjoined perpetually from con­ 


tinuing the publishing of the pa­ 


per. A case was brought up under 
this statute and enjoinm ent was 
tw ice upheld 
by the Minnesota 
State Suprem e Court. B u t when 
the case was carried to the United 
States Suprem e Court, the state 
court decision was reversed and 
that statute was held to be an in- 
tringm ent of freedom of the press, 
because it imposed a previous re­ 
straint upon publication equivalent 
to censorship. The decision taken 
by the U. S. Suprem e Court finally 
established by precedent the rule 
that freedom of the press and of 
speech are definitely included in 
the liberty protected by the Four­ 
teenth Am endm ent from state en­ 
croachment. 
The Louisiana case grew out of 
Huey Long’s fight w ith the news­ 
papers of the state and his attempt 
to force them into line. The state 
legislature of Louisiana passed an 
act in 1934 w hich placed a two per 
cent levy against the gross receipts 


of all newspapers having a w eekly 


circulation of more than 20,000. 


The legislative act was upheld by 


the state courts, but was reversed 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Suprem e 
Court, which found the act uncon­ 
stitutional on the ground that the 
tax was an indirect method of 
lim iting the circulation of inform ­ 
ation to which the public was en­ 
titled by virtue of their constitu­ 
tional guaranties. 
The Suprem e Court decision em­ 
phasized the need for a free press 
in 
these 
words, 
“ A 
free 
press 
stands as one of the great inter­ 
preters between the government 
and the people. To allow it to be 
fettered is to fetter ourselves.” 
Thus, through almost 300 years 
the Am erican people, as citizens 
of G reat B ritain and of the United 
States, have through their leaders 
and through their own power of
